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“'The Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Oulture.” 
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By JAmes F. Hosart. 


If a man builds a shop for his own use 
he ought to build a handy one that will be 
economical for his particular business. Ten 
to one, however, he doesn’t do it. After it 
is half done he sees something wrong, and 
begins to tear down and build over again. 
When a shop is to be placed in buildings 
already erected then he must make the best 
of matters and arrange his machinery as 
best he can. If, however, the buildings are 
to be erected also it seems easy to get every- 
thing just right. Draw a plan of the ma- 
chinery in the position in which it is to run, 
arrange everything to your liking, then draw 
the plan of the walls around the machinery. 

Don’t plan a shop so that the power will 
be applied to one end of the main shaft— 
that is, if the shaft is 200 feet long. Put 
the engine so as to connect with the middle 
of the shaft, then drive the other lines of 
shafting from a point near thecentre. Make 
the middle length larger than the rest of the 
shaft, and if the distance is very great to the 
end of the shaft one or two more reductions 
of diameter can be made before the end of 
the shaft is reached. 

When the “ toady” boss takes the rudder 
and tries to steer the repair shop, then it is 
time for all decent workmen to kick, and it 
they kick right they will kick him out. The 
self-important foremen are included in this 
chapter. Generally they get into the shop 
through the owner’s parlor. Somebody did 
the owner a favor and then asked to have a 
poor relation provided for upon the strength 
of that favor. Perhaps the relation in ques- 
tion worked a year or twoina repair shop 
while he was a boy, so he ‘‘ talks shop,” and 
the mill owner gives him the job just to get 
rid of him. 

Once in the shop the new foreman pro- 
ceeds to let the men know that he is boss, 
that he is there, and that the knowledge is 
all in his head. He travels back and forth 
through the shop with just one idea, and 
that is that he is boss. He overhauls a man 
ata lathe and shows him how to set his 
tool for a job, and tells him how to run the 
lathe, how to do this thing and that till the 
lathe man is mad enough to knock out the 
foreman in one round. Next he goes to the 
drill press and shows the man there, who 
ran machinery before the boss was born, 
how to adjust it for the work in hand. 

The men who will ‘‘toady” to the boss 
will have soft times with him the little time 
he stays in the shop. The oiler is the chief 
favorite with this foreman ; he likes to cod- 
die around a boss. He is in his element 
when picking up the material for telling 
tales about his fellows. If a man has made 
a mistake in fitting a key and laid the misfit 
safely away in the wheel pit, or another 
man has made remarks uncomplimentary to 
the foreman, the oiler man takes pleasure 
in telling these stories, and they are sure to 
lose nothing while passing through his lips. 
While not advocating the concealment of 
facts from a foreman there are times, and 
foremen too, when it must be done and 
both the foreman and the tattler got out of 
the shop where they are a disgrace to the 
men who are forced to associate with them. 





With all due respect for accurate measure- 
ments and nice work, there are times when 
guesswork is just as good and pays better. 
Stretching a fine silk line from one shaft to 
another and adjusting the pulleys to that 
line is a pretty good way to get the pulleys 
in line, but sighting from one pulley to the 
other is a quicker way, and if not quite as 
accurate answers every purpose for rough 
work, In hanging quarter turn or “ reel” 
belts, the sighting process is better in every 
way than the tedious method of squaring 
out from the shafts and running lines where 
there is nothing to start from or work to. In 


putting up a perpendicular shaft to connect 
two horizontal lines of shafting, the job can 
be done quicker by sighting than by lines 
and levels. If «aman once gets in the habit 
of doing work in this manner he is apt to 
get careless and slight other work which 
needs the most accurate methods possible. 
Therefore, use the rule of thumb methods 
when they are best and do other work by ac- 
curate measurements. 





There are “tricks in every trade but 
ours,” as the old darky said, and there are 
lots of tricks and kinks in welding iron and 
in making the welds perfect. In lap welding 
a shaft trouble is often experienced in trying 
to make one side of the lap “‘ stick” or unite. 
Caused by some impurities in the iron or in 
the fire a lap will sometimes refuse to unite, 
no matter how many heats are taken, even 
if the attempts be continued until 
work is spoiled by being burned away. 
Lead or tin in the 
fire often causes 
trouble, and awery 
little babbitt metal 
spilled in the fire 
when getting ready 
to line boxes will 
effectually prevent 
any welding, until 
the fire has been 
entirely removed 
and made up new. 

Aside from this 

cause, iron some- 

times refuses to 

unite on account 

of impurities which 
become fused and 

form a thin coating 

over the surfaces to 

be welded. When 

this happens, it can 

be cured by bend- 

ing the iron at the 

weld in such a 
manner as to open 

the weld slightly, 

then drive in a thin 

piece of Russia 
iron, or drop in 3 
some filings, if the weld is of such a shape 
that the piece of sheet iron cannot be readily 
inserted. The point of a scythe makes one 
of the best things for this purpose, and it 
pays to save all the old scythes from the rag 
room for this purpose. 

The action which takes place is something 
as follows : 

The iron being covered by a flux which 
will not allow their surfaces to approach 
each other close enough to unite, welding 
becomes impossible. Were the flux coating 
on one surface only there would be an op- 
portunity for the surfaces to unite by skill- 
ful handling, but where there are two sur- 
faces thus protected there is no use of try- 
ing to weld them, Introducing the bit of 
thin. iron serves to bring clean surfaces in 
contact with the dirty ones, thus rendering 
welding possible. 

Steel is sometimes welded to iron by put- 
ting a thin piece of good iron between the 
iron and steel. This is often done when a 
steel step is to be welded to the end of an 
iron shaft. The shaft is heated until its 
end is soft, then the piece of sheet iron is 
laid against it and held by driving a bit of 
cold iron through it and into the end of the 
shaft. The steel cap is heated in another 
fire—if the pieces are so big that they cannot 
both be heated in one fire—and when at a 
yellow heat, with the iron piece at a good 
welding heat, the pieces are ‘* jumped ” to- 
gether, then forged down to size and the 
job is finished.

Apparatas for Reclaiming Soda 
Ash. 





While the apparatus herewith illus- 
trated is more especially adapted to re- 
claim soda ash, it is equally suited to any 
other liquid matter from which it is desired 
to extract the water by evaporation. It is 
intended to more perfectly accomplish the 
evaporation of the water from the liquor by 
spraying or flooding it upon heated pipes 
within a closed cylinder or tank. These 
pipes are arranged one below another, so 
that the liquor falls from the heated surface 
of one upon that of another, and being 
thereby subjected to contact with a large 
hot surface it is very thoroughly freed of its 
water before reaching the bottom of the 
cylinder or tank, whence it is collected into 
The steam and 


vapor arising in the cylinder from the

evaporation of the liquor are drawn off by | 
a pump or other suitable vacuum creating 
device to acondenser. The vacuum creat- 
ing device removes the pressure in the 
evaporating cylinder and enables the liquor 
treated to vaporize at very low tempera- 
tures. The steam pipes are preferably 
never submerged in the liquor, which 
merely falls from one to the other in its 
passage to the bottom of the tank. In 
practice it has been found expedient to use 
a number of tanks, which are connected 
with each other in series, the steam pass- 
ing from one to the other. The liquor is in- 
troduced into the tanks by a long pipe pro- 
vided with holes or perforations, or other 
means, whence it is sprayed or flooded 
upon the heated pipes. 


Figure 1 represents a side elevation of the 
apparatus, showing the tank in section, and 
Fig. 2 is a plan view showing the manner of 
connecting a series of the tanks together. 

A is a digester for the liquor, connected by 
a pipe, a, with the drainer B. 

C is a pipe leading from the drainer B to 
the main D. From this main extends a se- 
ries of supply pipes, E, provided with per- 
forations or holes, ¢, through which the 
liquor from the main D is sprayed into the 
tanks F. Of these tanks F any number may 
be used, according to the quantity of work 
to be done. The supply pipe E enters the 
tank F through a long stuffing box, G, and 
packing H, which are preferably so con- 
structed that the pipe may be withdrawn 
from the tank for the purpose of cleaning it 
without allowing steam to enter the inner 
compartment of the tank or escape into the 
atmosphere 


I represents a series of tubes arranged 
under each other in the tank F and opening 
into steam chambers J and J’ in the ends of 
the tank. 

Steam enters one of these chambers, J, by 


a pipe, M, and thence passes through the 


tubes I into the other steam chambers, 
whence the water of condensation is car- 
ried back to the boiler K by a pipe, L. 
Each tank may have a number of these 
series of tubes I, and a corresponding num- 
ber of supply pipes E. When a number of 
tanks are employed, this pipe L conducts 
the steam from one tank to another, lead- 
ing from the last to the boiler (Fig. 2). In 
practice it has been found best to have 
the tanks F located above the boiler K, to 
keep a continual supply of water through 
the pipe L for re-evaporation in the boiler. 
As the function of the steam passing through 
the tubes I is merely to heat them, it is evi- 
dent that hot air might be used in place of 
the steam for this purpose. 

N is a chamber connected with the bot- 
tom of the tank F by the pipe #. The 
heavy substances freed from the greater 
part of the water fall to the bottom of the 
tank and escape 
thence into the 
chamber N through 
the pipe #, whence 
they may be car- 
ried to a second 
tank, to be further 
concentrated or to 
be burned to re- 
cover the solid in- 
combustible mat- 
ter, or otherwise 
utilized. When the 
object is to reclaim 
the soda ash, after 
the liquor has been 
treated, the sub- 
Stance remaining 
after evaporation is 
collected in the 
chamber N. This 
substance is com- 
posed partly of 
soda and partly of 
vegetable matter, 
and the soda ash 
will remain free 


toler 


from all foreign 
substance upon 
combustion. 


O is adrum in the top of the cylinder to 
collect the vapor and steam of evaporation, 
which is carried off through a pipe, P, to a 
condenser, Q, or to a second tank, to furnish 
heat in place of live steam to evaporate 
under greater vacuum. Cold water may be 
introduced into the condenser by a pipe, S. 

W is a pipe to allow the waste water to 
escape from the condenser Q, and may have 
a check valve, w. 

R is a pump, which may create a vacuum 
in the condenser, and hence in the evaporat- 
ing cylinder itself. The pump may simply 
remove the water of condensation and air, 
allowing the vacuum to be maintained by 
the condenser itself. 


The particular means for producing and 
maintaining the vacuum are of secondary 
importance. A pipe, T, may lead from the 
discharge of the pump R to deliver the hot 
water thence to the boiler K. 

When a number of tanks F are used the 
drums O may be connected together by pipes 
J, and the vapor or steam caused by evapo- 
ration may be drawn off to the condenser 
through the pipe F, connected with the last 
of the tanks; or the drums O may be con- 
nected with the steam chambers J or J’ by 
pipes z, as shown in dotted lines in Fig. 2, 
and the steam and vapor of evaporation in 
one tank may be circulated through the 
tubes I in the next in place of live steam 
from the pipes L. 


In operation the liquor to be treated flows 
from the digester A through the drainer 
B into the main D, whence by the pipes E it 
is introduced into the tanks F and sprayed 
upon the heated tubes I. Dropping from 
one to the other of these heated tubes, the 
liquor will be freed by evaporation of a large 
part of its water, which will be drawn off in 
the form of vapor or steam to the con- 
denser Q. The solid matter falling to the 
bottom of the tank will be collected in the 


chamber N, whence it may be removed to 


be treated as described. Preferably none of 
the tubes I are submerged in the liquor, 
which falls from one to the other for the pur- 
pose of evaporation.

The Credit Man.*

Of course, the successful business is 
made by the man who is at the head, who 
controls its general policy and who under- 
stands it in all of its parts. 

I must say, however, that the efficient 
credit man is one of the mainstays of the 
house. 

It is very often the case that the busy 
merchant must entrust this department to 
some other person, 

The ideas of whom to entrust and when to 
collect go closely hand in hand. 

He who knows whom to credit, and so 
show on his books a list of good debtors, 
has a bank to draw upon in time of need, 
and if he also knows when and how to col- 
lect he may be able to avert a calamity at 
the proper time and become the salvation of 
his house. 

The good credit man (like the poet) is 
born, not made. Still, like the poet, he may 
improve, and some of his efforts may be worse 
than others. 

The fact that one is a good buyer or a 





good salesman is no sign that he is even a . ? 


There is a wide difference between judging 
goods and judging men. 

He should be a good judge of human na- 
ture, able to judge a customer not only by 
his words, but by his conduct and his face. 
He should not only hear what the man 
says, but be able to judge whether he means 
it. 

It is not all his duty to hear his man talk ; 
to draw out of him statements about his 
business and the way he does it; but he 
will talk with him upon other topics, and 
from his entire intercourse, his appearance 
under different circumstances, his “‘ walk 
and conversation,” so to speak, determine 
with almost unerring accuracy his calibre, 
and whether to sell him goods, and to what 
extent and upon what terms. 

Many a time you have imbibed a good or 
bad impression of another from a single 
brief interview in your office, which has 
been utterly dispelled upon taking him to 
your club or home to dinner. 


SECOND-HAND EVIDENCE. 


In many instances the credit man cannot 
have personal contact with his customers ; 
he is then at a comparative disadvantage. 
He must rely upon hearsay, commercial 
agency reports, and the estimates or reports 
of. traveling salesmen or of banks and 
other merchants, and he must formulate 
his own estimate from such information as 
he can gather. 

A conclusion so reached may be said to be 
guesswork, and so it would be with some, 
but the competent man will not be satisfied 
unless he can do better than to guess. He 
will postpone judgment and continue in- 
vestigation until he can say that he is satis- 
fied. 


Another might come to a conclusion much 
sooner, and still another might not conclude 
at all; but at the proper point the good 
judge will settle the matter in his own mind 
and act promptly. 

I may be asked to specify or formulate 
some rule to go by in such cases, but in my 
opinion no rule can be stated. No two cases 
are exactly alike. No two letters written or 
Statements made by different persons are 
exactly alike, and no infallible rule can be 
laid down respecting a mass of correspond- 
ence, statements or reports, any more than 
a rule can be stated for judging of different 
persons, no two of whom are alike in ap- 
pearance, conversation or conduct, 

It is just as ¢)cult to tell from a man’s

TAKING ORDERS. 

A jobber should not sell goods through a

If you must sue to collect your account, it is 
well to find that your friendly letters furnish 
abundant admissions from him that he

the statement of the account was correct,

the order, the delay and expense would be 


trifling, and in many cases trouble might be 
saved, 

A letter worded to show your customer 
that your motive in writing is to protect both 
parties against any possible misunderstand- 
ing, and to preserve the friendly relations 
which you trust will continue for your mu- 
tual benefit, will doubtless bring a favorable 
response and prevent the afterthought of 
any defense to your claim. If it will not 
bring such a response you may as well 
‘‘look out for squalls.” Your goods are 
safer on your own shelves. 

With some salesmen and with some cus- 
tomers such precautions would perhaps be 
unnecessary, and it is for a good credit man 
to discriminate and to determine when neces- 
sary and when not. 


LETTER WRITING, 


Iam a firm believer in extensive corre- 
spondence between the jobber and his cus- 
tomer, A good letter writer is a jewel in 


Sending a statement merely often does 
little good, as you have no record or ad- 
mission of the fact. But if you write a 
letter, keeping a copy, in which you set 
forth the fact and contents of the statement 
inclosed and request a reply, and write till 
you get it, you will have full evidence to 
prove your claim, nor will he be nearly so 
apt to dispute it or stand a suit at law. 

But without some such evidence the law- 
yer will advise the client to shut his mouth, 
which advice the client is only too willing 
to observe, and you are put to great annoy- 
ance, delay and expense to prove your case 
by depositions or by sending witnesses to a 
distant court. 

Only recently a Chicago man got an inde- 
pendent, even saucy, letter from a Denver 
party, saying: ‘‘ Your claim is outlawed, 
and I will pay nothing; at least, I will act 
wholly as I see fit about it.” Fortunately 
he had—not too long ago—written a let- 
ter at a time when he was quite friendly, 
anda _——_ from that letter made him

| aes his tone and on: settled up. Except 
for that older letter, the Chicago man might 
have lost his $1,200. He was well paid for 
keeping up the correspondence. 
It does seem to me that a very great deal 
trouble might be saved if merchants 
would write directly upon receiving an order 
through a salesman, asking the customer to 
write or telegraph whether the order is cor- 
rect.

time and terms, together with a confirmatory 
response, would be very satisfactory indeed, 
especially in view of the fact that in so many 
cases there are misunderstandings between 
salesmen and customers. If the order should 
not be confirmed in all respects it is better 
for you to remain on the safe side, with 
your goods in stock; for if he will not con- 
firm it when he wants the goods he will not 
be apt to do so later on when you want your 
pay. 

Correspondence should not cease until all 
possible chances for misunderstanding or 
mistake are hedged against and you are 
perfectly satisfied that your customer is cer- 
tainly straight or certainly crooked. 

I insist most earnestly that this special 
feature is too much neglected. Nor can I 
see any sufficient excuse for the neglect, es- 
pecially as stenographers and typewriters 
are so numerous, so ornamental to the busi- 
ness Office, and so interesting to the pro- 
prietor. 

No one ought to say that such a course is 
trapping a customer, for so long as he is 
innocent he tannot be trapped, and if he is 
guilty he ought to be trapped. 

BANK INFORMATION, 

A very common mode of gathering infor- 
mation about country merchants is by writ- 
ing to country banks. As a rule it is not 
good policy. 

A banker in the same town is apt to have 
the merchant’s account, or he is apt to 
want it. He is in most cases directly inter- 
ested in sustaining the merchant's credit, 
befriending him as a neighbor or citizen, 
and often in collecting or securing his own 
account, If he is not interested in either 
party he naturally prefers to befriend a fel- 
low townsman rather than a foreigner. 

Your experience is, | am almost certain, 
that you rarely get from a village bank an 
unfavorable report upon a village merchant, 

The country banker, too, often holds your 
drafts on your customers too long. In the 
meantime he may be collecting or securing 
his own claim against the same party. 

Often simply an inquiry stimulates the 
suspicious or sensitive banker to save his 
own claim if he has one, or to withhold credit 
from the party about whom you inquire. 

If the banker should not be posted he will 
not be apt to go out to look up the party, or 
go to much trouble to advise you to any con- 
siderable extent. It is not much to his

small. In such cases he will probably write 
you briefly that he knows 
the party named.” 

What I have said does not apply to bank- 
ers in the larger cities, where there are 
many bankers, and where they are usually 
better educated in business, more indepen- 
dent, and know what their duties and liabil- 
ities are in such matters.

Banks in this city have for years loaned 
money on judgment notes, the understand- 
ing between the borrower and the bank 
being that the debtor should inform the 
latter at the earliest moment of any impend- 
ing difficulty, in order that it might enter 
judgment and get its money. 

The courts now say in effect that preferred 
information in regard to insolvency vitiates 
the validity of the preference of judgment, 
and the lending of money by the banks 
must henceforth be based on a system less 
disastrous to the creditors generally, and 
this will, of course, operate to cause the 
banks in turn to refuse financial assistance 
to all 
risks.

It is estimated by Lyman J. Gage, vice- 
president of the First National Bank, that 
the Chicago banks have received during the 
thirteen years, under confessions of 
judgment, about $1,500,000. It is true that 
this amount, in the aggregate, is not large, 
but it would be interesting to know just 
what were the figures for which the bank- 
rupts failed, and which bankrupts would 
probably never have obtained credit had 
the banks not assisted them in the first in- 
stance to the amount of $1,500,000.

There are times when one is forced to 
admit that business is quiet and trade dull, 
and that is the condition of things at the 
present time. 

In no branch of the paper trade does there 
seem to be any exception to this statement, 
while similar feports are noted in many of 
the leading lires of trade. 

Manufacturers whose mills are under con- 
tract on special orders are not inconven- 
ienced by the present temporary dullness, 
but all mills are not so favorably circum- 
stanced. 

In the paper stock market there is a feel- 
ing of much uneasiness, caused by the con- 
tinued dullness of business and because of 
the absence of any encouraging features. 
There is no disposition on the part of manu- 
facturers to buy anything, and while prices 
are so low foreign packers are not offering 
anything in this market. They have a bet- 
ter market at home. 

Such developments as show themselves in 
the chemical market this week are not of 
an encouraging nature. The movement of 
paper makers’ chemicals is limited—in fact, 
very limited. The receipts are light, but full 
large enough for the current demand. The 
quotations on bleaching powders are a little 
below Jast week’s figures, 1.55@t1.60c. being 
quoted, while reports indicate that the lower 
of these prices has been shaded. Caustic 
soda is a shade lower and quoted at 2%@ 
2.15c., and very quiet. Soda ash is un- 
changed. Soda crystals hold at %c. 

The week’s receipts of chemicals include 
1,027 casks of bleaching powders, 200 drums 
of caustic soda, 390 casks and 400 bags of 
soda ash and 1096 barrels of soda crystals. 

Paper stock imports for the past seven 
days comprise 2,481 bales. 

Other receipts include 55 bales of wood 
pulp, 300 casks of china clay and 310 bags 
of sizing.

EIGHT weeks hence is the date for the 
annual meeting of the American Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association. Will there 
be anything to induce the trade to visit 
Saratoga this year? 


NOTHING seems to discourage the paper 
maker or those bent on manufacturing 
paper. Several new mills have been 
lately reported and others are projected, 
while extensions and improvements are 
going on in various directions. It is a 
go ahead business, this paper making, 
even in the dullest of times. 


PAPER makers are watching all that is 
new in paper making inventions. This 
is apparent from the number of inquiries 
as to certain recent devices described in 
our columns. It is gratifying, for it 
shows that the trade are alive to take 
advantage of everything which indicates 
a promise of improvement and economy 
in manufacture. 


AN interesting paper on the subject of 
credits was read at the last meeting of 
the Paper Trade Club of Chicago. It 
will be found in another column and is 
commended to the attention of readers 
of THE JOURNAL. By the way, why can 
we not have papers treating on different 
trade interests brought more frequently 
before the association? Something of 
the sort would give peculiar value to the 
Saratoga meeting.

In his last report on the trade of the 
United Kingdom, Consul General Waller 
gives detailed statements of the exports 
and imports of Great Britain and Ireland 
for 1887. From these it appears that 
during the year mentioned the exports to 
the United States were valued at $201,- 
200,750, of which amount $147,739,000 
represented the produce and manuifac- 
tures of the United Kingdom. The im- 
ports from this country during the same 
period were valued at $415,245,370. The

| IT is gravely stated by a foreign journal

UNDER a recent change in the Brazilian 
tariff certain articles, among them wrap- 
ping paper, are required to pay additional 
| duties, to be calculated on the duties 
heretofore fixed, and based on the quota- 
tion for sterling exhange, viz., when the 
latter is between 22%d. and 25d. per 
milreis, the extra duty is 6 per cent. ; when 
such exchange is between 25d. and 27d., 
15 per cent., and when above 274d. 20 
percent. Since March 1 the additional 
duty has been established at the highest 
rate—2o per cent.—because of the high 
quotation for exchange. 


AN evaporating apparatus is illustrated 
and described on the first page of this 
issue. Although primarily designed for 
use in recovering alkali from spent liquor, 
it is offered as being adapted to any use 
where the evaporation of liquids is deemed 
necessary. The system consists of ex- 
posing the liquid or watery solution to 
the action of heat by spraying it upon a 
series of pipes steam heated and inclosed 
within a tank which retains the reduced 
liquor for subsequent treatment. The 
vaporization of the liquor is accelerated by 
vacuum creating devices. The residuum, 
in the case of soda ash, is to be burned 
as usual. There are objections which 
suggest themselves; but these can only 
be determined by experience of the prac- 
tical operation of the apparatus. 


WE are told by an English contempo- 
rary that American news paper cannot 
compete in the British markets at a price 
ranging from 16 to 20 shillings per hun- 
dredweight. It is on these figures that 
the paper making syndicate proposes to 
advance prices. It is also asserted that 
our papers of this class cannot compete 
with English or foreign makes either as 
to quantity or quality. Does this mean 
that it is impossible for our mills to fur- 
nish the quantities needed to supply the 
British present demand for imported 
paper or to fill the requisitions likely to 
be made in case the syndicate succeeds 
in putting up prices ?

ANOTHER English journal, referring to 
the trouble of the customs officers in 
connection with the receipt of a lot of 
news at Liverpool, speaks of the importa- 
tion as “an isolated shipment of 100 reels 
of American news,” and goes on to say 
that there is “something very myste- 
rious” in it. We don't doubt this state- 
ment. From our contemporary’s point 
of view it must be puzzling. It even 
bothered the customs officials. But it 
was an ordinary matter of business. The 
contract was tendered to the American 
manufacturers, and they, after looking it 
over and considering it in the light of 
future possible complications, concluded 
to take it. This is the sole mystery as 
we have been given to understand it. A 
Liverpool journal wanted paper and it 
got it, and there is more where that 
“isolated shipment " came from. 


Nor the least of the syndicate treubles 
now bothering the English trade is a 
coal combination which, it is claimed, 
is a dangerous menace to the industries 
of the United Kingdom. One English 
journal goes so far as to call it a “ con- 
spiracy.” The proposition is to buy up 
the British coal mines and put them un- 
der one management, and then con- 
sumers will be expected to buy at any 
price which the syndicate may fix. 
Speaking of this, in its relation to the 
chemical trade, the Chemical Review, 
London, says: 

If it is successful the consequences will be fearful to 
contemplate, We all know that the alkali trade is al- 
ready in a very critical state, The rivalry of the am- 
monia-soda process, foreign protective duties, and now 
the salt monopoly, have given it very severe blows. 


Not a few works, ¢. g., in the Tyne district, have been 
already abandoned, some are runaing without profit, or 


even at a loss, inthe forlorn hope that * something 
may turn up.’’ And as now that something is about 
to turn up in the shape of dear fuel, the end cannot be 
far off. Some will, perhaps, say let the alkali manu- 
facturer raise his prices to correspond. We reply he 
cannot. 
to reduce his prices, and were he to attempt a rise he 
would lose his market both at home and abroad. 


All, or most of this, does not apply to the alkali | p : 
tion to the executive to at once adopt meas- 


manufacture exclusively. In most businesses prices 
have latterly been cut very fine, and a seemingly 
slight addition to the price of fuel would compel many 
firms to ask whether it was worth while continuing at 
work 
daily consumption of coal reaches 40 tons daily. 
if the price of coal is raised, even by a small sum, and 
it will be no trifle which will satisfy the appetites of 
all the parties concerned in the coal trade, here will be 
a daily addition of, perhaps, £2, or maybe £4, to 
working expenses, without any possibility of benefit 
accruing from the extra outlay. 
other businesses with which we have no special con- 
nection, such as the iron and the textile trades. 
consume coal at a greater rate than the chemical and 
the tinctorial trades, and they will be in proportion 
more severely touched. But we must not forget the 
question of freights. The bulk of our export as well 
as import trade is carried on in steamers, and on board 
these vessels the consumption of coal is very heavy. 
A rise in the price of fuel will here make a serious ad- 
dition to working expenses, and freights will, there- 
fore, rise. 
this direction is needless. We must merely say that 
the probable result will be a restriction of trade, and 
the transfer of a large proportion of what remains to 
foreigners. 


There may be a great deal of unnecessary 
alarm about this, and the picture above 
set forth may be overdrawn ; but we give 


it to show to what extent combinations | 


are running in Great Britain, and for the 
purpose of administering consolation to 
those whose fears have been unduly ex- 
cited by the claim that such monopolies 
are only possible under the protection 
afforded by a tariff. The instances which 
controvert this view are rapidly accumu- 
lating, and we are curious to know how 
the knock-down logic of facts will be 
met by those people who have made so 
much of the impossibility of trusts, syn- 
dicates and the like under the beneficent 
influences of free trade.

The “ Sparrows of the Paper Trade.” 
Curcaco, May az, 1889. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In your issue of May'18 there is a letter 
from ‘‘ Broker” which is so audacious in its 
claims and statements that it compels no- 
tice. The letter dated Chicago was prob- 
ably written elsewhere, as we have no paper 
broker here who is ‘‘the father of several 
boys ;” in fact, our brokers can be described 
as ‘‘ several boys.” These “ stair climbers” 
are the ‘‘sparrows” of the paper trade 
whose shelter is under the eaves ; who at- 
tract attention by their constant flitting and 
chirping, and pick up their living from the 
streets, taking whatever they can find. 
Without judgment or discrimination they 
offer goods to buyers at prices which no 
mill or jobber can meet, and rely on the 
buyer accepting what may be sent. 

Should a customer reject a lot of paper, it 
is no loss to the broker who, having no 
pecuniary responsibility, is content to offer 
the rejected paper as a “‘ job lot,” at prices 
which assure the manufacturer a handsome 
loss and the *‘ sparrow” a meal. The broker 
is usually a person who, losing a situation 
in some paper warehouse and unable to find 
one in anoth@r, rents desk room, puts out a 
sign, has some cards printed, and is at once 
transformed from a clerk to a broker, who 
can “ benefit the manufacturer by placing 
his product at a cost of I per cent.,” which 
the jobber with capital, experience and 
established trade is unable to do. 

‘* Broker” in his letter says: ‘‘If the job- 
ber is so far behind the times that he cannot 
keep up in the race and support himself, it 
is about time for him to step down and oat, 
and let them who can do the business. 
What has the jobber done for the manufac- 
turer that he owes him consideration ?” 

The jobber is one who keeps mills run- 
ning on orders, when without him the man- 
ufacturer would be obliged to travel for 





tal at stake and stock on hand, has ev- 
ery incentive to keep up the prices and 
hold the market steady, On the other hand 
the broker has only one ambition—to make 
sales and get commission—and in order to 
do so sells at any price that any mill will 
accept, and thus keeps directly before the 
buyer the lowest possible price, which, ac- 
cording to ‘‘ Broker's” reasoning, must ben- 
efit the paper mill. When a broker makes a 
bad account the loss falls on the mill; when 
a jobber incurs a bad debt he pockets the 
loss and the mill gets paid in full. The in- 
terests of the manufacturer and jobber are 
the same ; the interests of the manufacturer 
and broker are antagonistic. 

In one recent disastrous failure in this 
city many mills were victimized through the 
ingenuous broker, and will have to content 
themselves with a dividend of 10 per cent, 
less the broker’s commission. Only one 
jobber was caught, and for a comparatively 
small amount. The mill which sold the 
jobber got full pay without commission, 
Yet ‘‘ Broker” asks: ‘‘ What consideration 
does the manufacturer owe the jobber ?” 

The present unpleasantly low prices which 
obtain are largely attributable to the unwise 
actions of brokers, who offer, without pros- 
pect of orders, goods at prices from which 
the mills recoil. 

The jobber is a progressive, enterprising, 
responsible merchant, supporting others as 
well as himself, while the broker feels that 
if he fails to support himself in his laudable 
desire to ‘‘benefit the manufacturer” he 
can still look out for a situation. A paint- 
ing of a group of our brokers would repre- 
sent a remarkably picturesque ruin. Har- 
riet Martineau describes a broker as ‘‘an 
agent who acts between two principals and 
robs both.” WYLDE N.

Forty men and women were employed. 


A meeting of the creditors of E. & D. B. 
Colton, doing business as dealers in paper 
and stationery at Pittsfield, Mass., under 
the style of the Berkshire Valley Paper 
Company, was held at the rooms of the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade on Saturday last. 
George L. Pease, of Boorum & Pease, was 
chosen chairman, and W. W. Davis, secre- 
tary of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, acted 
as secretary. The creditors represented at 
the meeting were: Boorum & Pease, J. QO. 
Preble & Co., D. Slote & Co., American 
News Company, G. A. Robertson, Carter, 
Rice & Co,, Ripley Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Acme Stationery and Paper Company, 
Hurlbut Paper Company and John R. An- 
derson. A statement was presented show- 
ing that the firm had assets of $19,000, con- 
sisting of stock $15,000, and good accounts 
$4,000, while the liabilities were $30,000, of 
which $14,000 were a merchandise indebt- 
edness, the remainder being borrowed 
money. It was also shown that the firm had 
steadily lost money since it had been in 
business, ranging from $50 the first year to 
$5,000 last year. The meeting decided to 
recommend to the creditors to accept 50 
cents on the dollar, and elected a committee 
consisting of George L. Pease, H. C. Hurl- 
but, F. B. Ripley and —— Taylor to go to 
Pittsfield, Mass., to investigate the matter 
and effect the best possible settlement. 


Cupples & Hurd, booksellers and pub- 
lishers, Boston, Mass., have assigned. A 
meeting of the creditors was held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon in the office of John C. 
Paige, Kilby street, Boston. Louis D. 
Brandeis, to whom the assignment was 
made, presented a statement of the affairs 
of the firm. He said that the firm was 
organized in May, 1887, with a capital of 
about $15,000, most of which was in cash. 
Mr. Cupples also put in his assets received 
from the firm of Cupples, Upham & Co., 
consisting of plates, contracts, &c., amount- 
ing to about $2,000. During the first year 
Mr. Hurd put in $5,700 in cash; the second 
year he put in $5,000, making a total contri- 
bution of $10,074.83. Mr. Cupples put in 
the first year $5,350; second year, $2,500, 
making a total of $9,970.80. During the two 
years Mr. Hurd has drawn $5,104.88 and 
Mr. Cupples $1,687. The firm was first 
situated on Boylston street, after which it 
moved to its present location upon School 
street, where it has a five years’ lease of 
store. In addition to the book and publish- 
ing business the firm became interested, in 
October, 1888, in a printing business carried 
on under the name of the Algonquin Press. 
This company is independent of Cupples & 
Hurd, and has not made an assignment. 
The liabilities are as follows: Open account, 
merchandise and labor, $11,697.72; due to 
authors, $2,937.60 ; outstanding notes, $2,- 
614.13 ; due on Algonquin Press account, $5,- 
429.86 ; rent for store, $500. Total, $23,179.31. 
Assets, face value: Open accounts due, $6,- 
593.27; medical books, $2,067.83; books 
bound, $3,096.62 ; books unbound, $2,927.47 ; 
plates, $5,000; lease, 94 Boylston street, 
$3,000, four years to run; other accounts 
due, $5,813.35. Total, $28,498.54. In Oc- 
tober, 1888, Cupples & Hurd bought out- 
right an interest in the Algonquin Press and 
were to receive a 70 per cent. interest and 65 
per cent. of the profits. They also assumed 
all the outstanding debts of the Algonquin 
Company, which amounted to $10,800. Of 
this debt there has been paid about half. In 
addition to the above assets there are out- 
standing contracts and interest in the Medi- 
cal Journal amounting to $1,000, The inter- 
est of Cupples & Hurd in the Algonquin 
Press is the subject of controversy. The 
plant cost $19,500, and was estimated ina 
recent inventory at $15,000, The plant, after 
paying all debts, would be worth $10,000, 
and of this, provided Cupples & Hurd re- 
ceived 70 per cent., their share would be 
$7,000. They have a liability upon the 
lease on the store on School street, which 
has five years to run from Mayt last, The 
rent the first year is $4,500; second year, 
$5,000 ; and the remaining three years, $5,- 
500, They have also some further liabili- 
ties upon outstanding contracts. The firm 


has been Deaton from the start, as will bel 


seen by the following figures: First year, 
paid out $40,287.05, received $23,778.21 ; 
ond year, paid out $60,836.93, received $50,- 
338.50. Mr. Brandeis said the firm would 
have been able to continue some time longer, 
as its credit was good. The members saw 
the dull season ahead and thought it would 
be better for the creditors tu make the as- 
signment at once. Mr. Brandeis’ statement 
was heard with interest by the creditors, but 
the only action taken was to appoint a com- 
mittee to look into the affairs of the firm 
and report at a later meeting. The commit- 
tee as finally agreed upon consists of Bent- 
ley W. Warren, Herbert M. Plympton and 
J. Murray Kay. The meeting adjourned 
subject to the call of the chair.

The Use of Liquid and Gaseous 
Fuels.* 





By L. H. GARDNER. 





In the announcement of this topic the 
first thought of the hearer or reader turns 
naturally to petroleum, and it is almost of 
necessity that this paper should most largely 
deal with it as the most prominent of gas- 
eous or liquid fuels. 

What is petroleum? The scientists can- 
not agree upon an exhaustive descriptive 
reply. It is a natural hydrocarbon oil, and 
perhaps as near an analysis as is possible

Popularly speaking, it has been in use, 
one way and another, for about forty years. 
About that time has elapsed since scientific 
men first considered and studied the charac- 
ter of a dark oily fluid which trickled from 
seams in an English coal mine. In the in- 
tervening time it has been utilized in chem- 
istry and the arts to an extent challenging 
belief, and demanding a constantly increas- 
ing scientific nomenclature, as its uses have 
been adapted or expounded. 

The abundance of its supply has, within 
the past twenty years, led to efforts for its 
successful use as a fuel, but the original 
methods have not been materially improved 
upon. 

The romance of the story of coal and of 
petroleum (if we choose to consider the two 
as of close kin) is exceedingly attractive, and 
one which I would like to follow. My as- 
signed subject, however, instructs me to 
speak only in a utilitarian way, and vul- 
garly and practically to consider fuels. 

At the last meeting of this association, 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, two water depart- 
ments reported experiments with crude oil. 
Mr. Gerecke, of Chicago, while not prepared 
with details, reported adversely and in favor 
of coal. His later detailed report, as printed 
in proceedings, confirms the statement he 
made from memory on the six months’ ex- 
periment in the use of oil in the Chicago 
Water Department. He says, however, that 
the possible saving of labor and in repairs 
by the use of oil do not enter into his state- 
ment. 

The other water department to which I 
have alluded is that of Cleveland, Ohio. 
Mr. Whitelaw, superintendent of the City 
Department, reported at our last meeting an 
extraordinary evaporation by oil fuel, which 
has been quoted and widely distributed by 
the Standard Oil Company. I have asked 
Mr. Whitelaw for the comparison in dollars 
and cents between the results of coal and 
oil fuel. He kindly gives me the following : 

‘“‘The following calculations show the 
relative value of coal and petroleum as fuel 
for making steam as determined by trial 
with oil at the Water Works Pumping Sta- 
tion on Division street, beginning at 1:45 
Pp.

In this connection it is suggestive that 
Chicago and Cleveland enjoy unusual ad- 
vantages in the matter of practical proxim- 
ity to both coal and oil fields. 

It is claimed by the friends of crude oil 
that three barrels of 42 gallons each equal 
and slightly exceed the heating capacity of 
1 ton of good coal. This claim is confirmed 
by several large manufacturing establish- 
ments. This conceded, the average steam 
user has only to consult his local coal mar- 
ket in the light of competition. In adopting 
crude oil he may, under average conditions 
and at cost for cost in the light of the re- 
ports I have read, gain a saving of the 
labor of firemen or stokers. I cannot go so 
far as to include cleanliness, for I have not 
seen or have I heard of a fire room where 
oil is used that is either clean or sweet 
smelling. On the contrary, waste oil is 
everywhere about such furnaces, and the 
neighborhood is perfumed from early morn 
to dewy eve, and until morning comes 
again, not only with this, but with the 
language of denunciation in the vicinity, 
which hath a sulphurous flavor and which 
doth not savor of piety. 

While upon the subject of smell, let me 
say that some claim it is due to leakage in 
the storage tanks or in conveying pipes. 
Others claim it is due to imperfect combus- 
tion. Lincline to the latter view, although

the London Warehouse Company report a 
heavy percentage of loss by evaporation 
through the wood of the barrels. Accom- 
plishment of perfect combustion is not de- 
pendent upon any special form of burner, 
nor to atomizing preferably by steam or air, 
But the air and the steam system each have 
their advocates and supporters, and oppose 
each other. This desirable perfect combus- 
tion is dependent upon physical laws in sup- 
plying the necessary elements requisite for 
the purpose, and is a subject now occupying 
the attention of many students and invent- 
ors. It is admitted that the appliances now 
in use for burning oil have, to say the least, 
not reached the limit of perfection, or that, 
under equal conditions, oil can everywhere 
compete with coal. Unfettered by “trusts” 
it might perhaps do so. 

I have visited many water works plants 
and large manufactories during the last few 
years, and have been struck by the careless 
handling of coal to the furnace; otherwise 
stated, the reckless firing and waste of fuel. 
Now, under such circumstances any attempt 
at improvement or economy, whether in 
furnaces or grate bars or in change of fuel, 
is hedged about with a carefulness in trial 
which did not characterize the pre-existing 
condition of practice. That carefulness goes 
always to the credit of the new system. 

My own judgment is that a good article of 
coal, handled by trained firemen held re- 
sponsible under proper rules, with the 
checks of an automatic pressure gauge, of 
the automatic register of a boiler feeder, 
and accurate measurement of coal to the 
boilers ; in other words, with a good system 
of record and a trusty engineer to keep the 
record, it can be demonstrated that in water 
works practice coal is, to say the least, quite 
as economical a fuel’as petroleum under 
existing conditions of competition. 

I do not find that oil is anywhere used as 
a fuel simply by economical preference. I 
think I can discover special reasons why oil 
should be used under some circumstances 
rather than coal, even at superior cost. An 
extensive correspondence on the subject
